Pauline Craig said to a’ Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday that this, .ar- 
rangement was one of convenience, as 
she was not-strong enough to get her 
husband’s meals. The wife said she her- 
self had paid the other woman Craig’s 
weekly board. That the other woman's 
name was Craig, she said; was merely a 
coincidence, although it had led to their 


acquaintance. 


Both Stories Agree. 

The wife's story, which Mrs. Louise 
Craig, when seen soon afterward, in- 
dorsed in every detail, was as follows: 

‘The other Mrs. Craig’s husband left 
her in Chicago more than three years 
ago, and she came here. She heard of 
our family, and looked us up to see 
if we were related to her husband’s 
family. 

‘We learnedthat she had three chil- 
dren, and became interested in her. Her 
two brothers advanced ‘her enough to

Johnson, editor of the Century, and 
other editors, and they have intercedde 
with the pardon board in his. behalf, 


‘and it is probable that when the board 


meets Saturday he will receive his free- 
dom. 

By a curious contradiction, though, 
the end sought to be accomplished by 
his release May be defeated. This pur- 
pose, @8 expressed by Mr. Johnson, is 
to give the imprisoned genius a chance 
to make a great name for himself in 
the world of letters, in which he has 
already obtained recognition, although 
behind the bars. “‘Carter’’ says it is the 
prison bars that hayé made him a poet. 
He has been as the caged bird, which 
sings the sweeter because of its cage. 
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When he is free he ways he is going | 


to drop the poetry-and go in for music, 

His poetry is the product of the 
“prisdn mood.'* He blames ft on the 
atmosphere. “You mustn't Judge too

It is so different. from 
anything you have ever known before 
or ever hope to know again.

Is Serving 12 Years. 

“John Carter’ is not the real name 

of the. Stillwater  convict,. who: is 
serving 12 years for stealing $24. His 
réal name is known only to the few 
magazine editors who have become 
interested in him through acceptance 
uf his poems. His real name will not 
be made krown because its divulg- 
ence would embarrass him when he is 
free. He-is an Englishman and he 
is 24 years old. 
' Several weeks ago, Editor Reedy re- 
celved a poem from “John Carter.” It 
Was accompanied by a letter which 
frankly stated that the writer was a 
convict. 
not prejudice the editor against the 
poem that he offered. Reedy did not 
care anything about the, convict part 
of it, if the poem was good. He glanced 
through f and saw that it was good. 
He printed it in the Mirror and wrote 
to the Stillwater convict asking for 
more. Two other\poems were sent and 
both were accepted and printed. 

Reedy exchanged letters with the con- 
vict and learned his history. He wrote 
to the pardon board suggesting that the 
talent of the young 'man should ‘suffice 
to remove the taint of his gullt and ex- 
pressing the hope that the board would 
release him and give him a chance. 

About thé same time that Reedy first 
heard from the poet, Mr. Johnson, ib 
New York, found in his mail a ‘poetic 
offering signed “John Carter.” The 
poem was entitied “Con Serdini’ (With 
Mute Strings), and it was accompanied 
by a letter to the editor. 

He observed instantly, he says, that 
the poem had unusual! merit, beautiful 
expression, feeling—in short, that it was 
a bit of fine art. He printed it in the 
April number of the magazine with @ 
footnote explaining the peculiarity of 
the case. 

“I received,”’ says Editor Johnson, ac- 
cording to a telegram to the Post-Dis- 
patch, “a number of. letters from liter- 
ary friénds whose judgment I value 
highly. All of them were enthusiastic 
in their praises of ‘Con Sordini’ and the 
author. Some wrote that they were

Creecy Case Up Again. 

The Creecy case, supposed to have been 
buried, has arisen like a ghost, to con- 
found all those who were active in his 
prosecution. Chief Smith is siated to 
go, it is declared, because he is alleged 
[to have displayed personal enmity and 
to have employed intrigues to be rid 
of a rival for power. 

Acting Chief Gillaspy testified posi- 
tively that Creecy, as Chief, ordered 
him to permit John M. Healy to have 
solitary access to his books, after an 
investigation of them had been ordered. 
Gillaspy’s testimony was not only de- 
nied by Creecy, but was not’ corrobo- 
rated by Lieut. Donegan of the Mag- 
nolia Avenue Station, to whom Gillaspy 
said he relayed Creecy’s instructions. 

Col. Laird. like Bland and Jones, is 
siad to resent keenly the criticism visit- 
ed upon the Police Board for its dis- 
missal of Creecy.

Capt. Robert McCullouch, president of 
the United Railways, denied Friday that 
the recent attempt to unionize the con- 
ductors and motormen of the company 
had any influence in obtaining their 
raise of 1 cent an hour, which becomes 
effective May 1. 


“Street car men’s union in St. Louis!” | 


exclaimed he when questioned on the 
point. “There is no such thing. I know 
nothing about any union. and t care 
less.”’ 

“The raise was entirely voluntary. The 
strike element had nothing to do with 
it. All the future strikes and all the 
past ones could not and~ did not have 
any bearing on this action. 

“We feel that the good spirits of the 
men and their attention to patrons is 
one of the greatest aids to the comfort 
of the men using the street cars.’’ 

As there are about 3000 motormen and 
conductors in the employment of the 
United Railways, the increase will cast 
the company upwards of $103,000 a year. 
The increase was announced by posters 
placed in the division headquarters 
Thursday and reading as follows: 

Beginning May 1, 1910, the rate of 
wages of conductors and’ motormen 
of the United Renee: Co. will be 
as follows: 

Twenty and 21 cent men will be ad- 
wanced to 22 cents an hour; 22-cent 
men to 28 cents; 23-cent men to 4 
cents; 24-cent men to 2 cents; %-ceht 
men to 26 cents. 

And in the future employment will 

gin at 22 cents per hour, advancing 

cént’ each year until the 26-cent 
rate is reached.

Will Become Canadian Subjects. 

Of the first bunch of. Pikers taken to- 
Canada 2 will renoun¢e their allegiance 
to the United States and become loyal 
subjects of King Edward. Those who 
give up their American citizenship may 
homestead lands. Those who do not 
have to buy it. 

As an additional inducement for re- 
linquishing their American citizenship 
they are given, hesideg the land, 10,000 
feet of lumber for buildings and fences, 
500 tarmarack posts and 1500 building 
logs.
